She was four 
times an International first prize winner 
and three times an International grand 
champion, Another daughter by Eileenmere 
85th, Blackcap Tolan 61st, was junior cham- 
pion at the 1987 International. Mr. Eileen- 
mere, the 1954 International grand cham 
pion bull, is a member of this family. Tolan 
Blackcap Missies have always been at a 
premium in the sale rings and have sold at 
auction for prices as high as $18,000.00. Five 
of them averaged over $11,000.00 at Tolan’s 
1952 sale.

A family of entirely Scottish origin which 
has held an extremely high position of pop- 
ularity here in this country the past 15 
years, It traces to a Scotch cow named Miss 
Morrison. Thousands of female descendants 
of Miss Morrison were born, produced, and 
died before breeder James Beddie of Banks 
Strichen, Scotland named a cow, seven gen- 
erations removed from Miss Morrison, 
Gammer 2d. The first Gammers to come to 
this country were imported by George K. 
Bailey in Maryland in 1939, Included were 
a young open heifer for his own herd and a 
prominent Scot h show cow for the late Col. 
Dillard’s Winton herd, From that date on 
American importers have “milked dry” 
Scottish herds of their Gammer females. 
With one possible exception, they have been 
the most popular and consistently high sell- 
ing family over a long period of years than 
any other female line. They have topped 
hundreds of auction sales at figures as high 
as $38,000 and some of the breed's top sires 
descend from the Gammer family.

cow she was the feature attraction in 
srown’s 1934 “Drought Sale”. She was

A Newer Herd From a 
Famous 


Foundation .. . 


Ix the rolling hill country of Maryland, not too many miles up the 


Potomac river from the nation’s capital, is a most interesting Angus 


breeding establishment. The KS Sunbeam herd, while rather new under 


its present banner and in its present location, has its roots deep in Angus 
history. 

KS Sunbeam is the herd of Katherine and Sam Clammer at Dicker- 
son, Maryland. And to this ownership must be added the names of Bar 
bara and George Fuller of Los Angeles, good friends of the Clammers, 
who have more recently purchased a half interest in the KS Sunbeam herd. 

Katherine Clammer is no novice in the Angus business. Daughter of 
the late Judge Sam C. Fullerton, founder of Sunbeam Farms at Miami, 
Oklahoma, she has had a long acquaintanceship with good Angus cattle, 
in fact she grew up with them. With the division of the Fullerton Estate 
herd some years ago 68 head went to Mrs. Clammer. These cows, and 
their heifers, were the foundation of the present KS Sunbeam herd. 
Additions at leading sales in the last year or two has brought herd num 
bers up to the 300 mark. 

Not only is KS Sunbeam a herd with numbers but it is a herd high 
in individual excellence and rich in breeding and families. Here are 
daughters and granddaughters of the bulls that made the Sunbeam name 
famous. Up until a year ago there was still a daughter of the champion 
Black Peer of St. Albans in the herd. But even Angus cows eventually 
bow to the old man with the scythe and this matriarch quite the fold at 
the age of 24. 

Originally Mrs, Clammer maintained her herd near Miami, Oklahoma. 
But after much looking in vicinity of Washington the present farm was 
bought in the fall of 1952 and the cattle were moved east to Dickerson, 
Maryland. There are now 800 acres in the farm. Fortunately the place 
was well equipped with buildings adequate for a beef herd. The home on 
the farm was especially attractive, and beautifully located, Built in 1760 
it had been maintained in excellent condition. But the farm land was 
something else Under lease for 10 years to a canning factory it had 
been thoroughly “mined” of mineral content and organic matter. Happily 
this is being corrected and grass and forage production is now adequate 
for the herd 

History of the farm itself is most interesting. Its first owner was 
Augustus Washington, father of George Washingten. In the more than

Are Fancy Families A Short Cut to Success in the Angus Cattle Business? 


Definition: If you are a beginner in the Angus 
business, you'll soon be told there are “hot” families 
and “cold” families. An Angus, either male or female, 
derives its family name from its dam, not its sire. 
Therefore, if you want to raise a Blackcap Bessie heif- 
er, you buy a Blackcap Bessie heifer or cow and hope 
she has all heifer calves. If she presents you with a 
bull calf, he is not worth any more than a bull from an 
Erica cow. If your Bessie bull calf is plain, you might 
as well steer him. If he is a poppin’ good calf that’s 
fine, if you have a good bull market and if you have 
been winning at the shows. But the Erica bull calf, if 
he is as good a calf, will bring you just as much money 
as the Bessie bull calf. If your Bessie calf is a heifer, 
fine. If she’s plain, you can probably sell her to some 
sucker for $1000, maybe $2000. If she’s a show heifer, 
you can get good money for her $5000 or more if 


you're a good promoter. 


But there’s a catch: ©. K., you say, fine. Fancy 
families for me. But you can’t get fancy family cattle 
without first “stocking-up” on them. Good ones will 
probably cost you $1000 to $10,000 a head. Also, you 
really ought to have a $20,000 bull, a real good one, to 
even associate with such high-priced heifers. Then, 
too, you should have some nice barns, etc. I believe 
you'll find that when you start to get some good prices 
for your Bessies, your Barbarosas, Cherry Blossoms, 
Gammers, Evermeres, Black Jestresses, etc., you'll just 
he getting back some of the money these cattle owe you. 


Short Cut to a Dispersal? Somehow, | feel that 
when a man builds his herd on fancy (hot) families, he 
has sown seed for a dispersal a few years hence. Has 
he done the breed any good? I don’t think so. I re- 
ceived a letter last year from a man who sunk a lot of 
money in fancy family cattle and eventually got mad 
and dispersed his herd. He was really bitter when he 
finally wised up that he had been played for a sucker. 


I don’t know about you, but I don’t think fancy 
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family cattle are a short cut to success in the cattle 
business. The fellows who are making mistakes in this 
Angus business today are the men who are knowingly 
breeding from dwarf carrier bulls and go for the fancy 
family idea. 

Short Cut to Success? I’m trying to take all the 
short cuts to success I can. Sure, I’m making mistakes. 
But mine don’t cost me much money. A fellow was in 
the other day, and was surprised how many fine cows 
we have here in our herd. I told him, | once overheard 
a beef cattle Professor tell someone that “Monroe has 
the best herd for the money spent, I’ve ever seen.” 
Well, it’s not that good. In fact, we have a few rather 
plain cows that are purposely in the herd. Every bull 
we progeny test is mated to both good cows and plain 
cows. If he sires good offspring even when mated to 


the plain cows, then we think he’s quite a bull. 


Our Ambition: To be as successful as Ankony and 
the Tolans. Perhaps we won’t succeed, but we sure can 
try. We have a long way to go. A real long way! 


Bulls for Sale: On the road up, we are going to 
have some good young bulls for sale. Stop in and look 
them over. If you see one you like, buy him. If you 


don't, say so—it will stimulate us to do better.

And this mark- 
ed the beginning of the Congdon and Bat 
tles herd which introduced Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle to the West Coast country and which 
in subsequent years exerted a marked in 
fluence on the developm nt and progre of 
the breed in the vast territory between the 
Rocky mountains and the Pacifie Ocean. 
What this progress has amounted to 1s 
plainly evident by the fact that at the 
present time this territory has become one 
of the strongholds of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed. It served as the last frontier to be 
conquered by this great breed of beef « attle 
in America. 

Although there does not remain an area 
of any consequence in the United States 
where the outstanding beef qualities of Ab 
erdeen-Angus cattle are not known, in my 
opinion there is still room for continued 
progress for our breed. For one thing, the 
search for means of improving the present 
high standard of our cattle should never 
cease and the improvement of the general 
run of beef cattle of the nation can always 
be uppermost in the minds of Aberdeen 
Angus breeders. Whereas, there is at pre 
sent an overpopulation of beef cattle there 
is still room for vast improvement in qual 
ity which would result in a more economi 
production. And it seems to this writer that 
every effort should be made by both indi

30th Annual Great Western 


by NEIL SKAL 


The number and quality of the entries in 
the 30th Annual Great Western Livestock 
Show held at Los Angeles from November 
26 through December 1st eclipsed those of 
all previous years and the Angus breed 
went a long way toward making this record 
possible. In the registered Angus classes a 
total of 19 herds participated, these herd 
coming from California, Washington and 
Oregon. All told, entries of Angus cattle, 
registered as well as grade, were large 
than the number of Herefords at the Great 
Western Show, for the first time in the 
history of the event. Entries of Angus cat 
tle from as far east ag Iowa were included 
in the showing, these eastern cattle being 
some fine steers, a carlot, that wag entered 
by Karl and Jack Hoffman of Ida Grove, 
lowa.

ready enrolled in the program and you are 
wondering about the future your Angus 
future 

First, let us never forget that Angus cat 
tle are raised primarily for food, for beef, 
the best food yet discovered by man; and all 
beef cattle, whether purebred or grade even 
tually end up as such, even though we may 
use them for reproduction for several years 
True the farmers future, especially the 
beef cattle farmer's future, is not too cer 
tain today, but the world will always need 
farmers, good farmers, and good beef cattle 
producers 

While the average American eats about 
160 pounds of meat each year, about half of 
this quantity will be beef in 1955, it is con 
siderably higher in some countries, and it 
will go higher here, People must eat to live 

and a good farmer will always be in de 
mand, The public will eat beef and more 
beef so long as we can sell it to them at a 
price they can afford to pay; and at a price 
at which we can make a reasonable profit. 
Have no fear of the future of the beef mar 
ket; try to produce more of the better grades 
of beef at a more economical price, Remem- 
ber, you club members, beef cattle produc- 
tion is a way of life, in which you can realize 
the many benefits of an independent, uncon 
trolled free enterprise 

Let's talk a moment about the immediate 
benefits of the heifer project. The idea is, of 
course, “to encourage interested boys and 
girls on adapted farms to secure, grow out 
and breed registered Angus heifers, and 
gradually expand the enterprise so that 
when they reach maturity they will own 
small Angus herds of their own.” Consider 
this heifer work as just another great ad 
venture in which many start out with high 
hopes but that some will fall by the wayside 
because they simply do not have what it 
takes. It is a challenge then, just as your 
steer feeding projects are, the same kind of 
challenge you will face many times later in 
life when you step out on your own, and you 
either stand or fall according to your own 
ability 

Perhaps the greatest immediate benefit of 
such work is the building of character, and 
self-reliance, and self-confidence, which is

becoming an increasing requirement for to 
day’s way of living. 

We of the American Angus Association 
feel that the Angus Heifer Club Program is 
one of the most vital enterprises of our 
breed activities today. Certainly it is the 
cornerstone for the future. A. H. “Tex” 
Spitzer, Jr. of Illinois, President of the 
American Angus Association, and a former 
4-H club member from Texas, says, “If you 
purchase an Angus heifer in 1955, and fig- 
ure on a 90 per cent calf crop and start with 
a bull calf, at the end of 1965, (just 10 years 
and about then most of you would be get- 
ting through school) it would be possible for 
you to have a herd of 15 purebred register 
ed Angus females, During this time you 
would have sold 15 male calves either as 
bulls or steers to pay the cost of keeping 
your little herd.” This means that your 
father takes the male calves for the board 
bill on your cows and you keep the heifers 
to add back into your herd. You could even 
produce a winning steer from your own herd 
to fit and show in the steer feeding project. 
What better way to assuring yourself suc- 
cess in the steer program than to produce 
one from your own herd of females, and I'll 
bet you can produce it cheaper than you can 
buy it. You can, therefore, have an even 
greater margin of profit to look forward to 
with the steer. 


To sum up the benefits derived from the 
heifer program, the objective to keep in 
mind is to establish a sound becf cattle pro- 
gram, based upon the profitable, practical 
production of Angus beef, rather than the 
expectation of selling purebred breeding 
stock at high prices. Your individual heifer 
project must be kept sound, practical, eco 
nomical, and down to earth—and it behooves 
your parents, club leaders, county agents, 
and extension workers to help you keep it 
that way. 

Virginia can well be proud of the part it 
has played in the past development of the 
heifer program and in bringing it to the at 
tention of farm and cattle people all over 
the country. The heifer project really was 
started in lowa about 28 or 30 years ago by 
Carl Oldsen, who was then secretary of the 
lowa Beef Producers Association, and later 
a fieldman for the American Angus Associa- 
tion. Many of the top beef cattle herds in 
lowa today are the result of those early 
heifer projects. I believe the program in 
Virginia really got underway in 1948 under 
the leadership of O. B. Ross, County Agent 
in Amherst, with Mr. L. W. Turner, Forest, 
Virginia, providing the financial help for 
premiums, because of his great belief in the 
youth of Virginia and in the Angus breed. 
In 1951, Mr, and Mrs. Lee D. Butler, Supply, 
Virginia, took over financial sponsorship 
and donated generously the prize money 
these last five years. In 1956 the program 
gains momentum as Jack Solomon, Gal 
lagher’s Farm, Gainesville, Virginia, “comes 
into the project” by sponsoring a show at 
his farm and putting up $5,000 in premium 
money. This means then, that there is 
$8,000 worth of cash and prizes behind the 
heifer program in 1956. I know of no othe: 
state in the country in which club members 
have so much to look forward to. This is 
worth working for, and worth a lot of hard 
work. 

Our national association is behind the 
heifer projects in all parts of the country 
and is putting up considerable money fo 
the shows. We have shifted some of our 
emphasis, and premium money from stee: 
projects to heifer projects. 

We have a junior membership plan in our 
national association which means that you 
can join the American Angus Association as 
a junior member and register as many calves 
as you desire at the regular rate. This jun- 
ior membership costs $5.00, then at the end

Food produc 
tion capacity will continue to outrun the 
growth of population in this country for at 
least 20 years, No one has as yet come up 
with a generally aceepted workable formula 
for limiting agricultural production to ef 
fective demand. 

The demand for food is relatively stable 
and constant—three day, The 
amount of money available for food expen 
ditures is also relatively fixed.

steps to stabilize market supplies and there 
by the price of beef. 

Because the effects on cattle prices of the 
last previous high point in beef production 
per capita immediately following the end 
of World War II were obscured by inflation, 
many people have apparently forgotten or 
never experienced the effects of the usual 
swings in the cattle production cycle. To 
my mind, the present cattle situation close- 
ly resembles that experienced in the early 
1920's. 

One of the very important reasons for 
confidence in a continued expanding eco- 
nomy in this country in the years ahead is 
the strength and improvements in our 
monetary and banking system from top to 
bottom. This is greatly different from the 
situation prevailing at the close of World 
War |. The boom and bust aspects of our 
economy are being studied and moderated 
largely through the intelligent use of Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank credit controls. 

Dependable credit service at low interest 
cost, on favorable terms and under plans of 
repayment tailored to their needs is avail- 
able to responsible farmers and ranchers. 
This improved credit was not available in 
anything like its present strength or nation- 
wide character in 1920 and in other periods 


of severe farm income decline. 


The Federal Land Banks, the Federal In- 
termediate Credit Banks and the Banks for 
Cooperatives are perfect examples of farm 
do-it-yourself These insti- 
tutions and their affiliated local organiza 


ers’ programs, 
tions have become or are rapidly becoming 
farmer-owned, farmer-controlled credit co- 
operatives. 

If 10 per cent less meat had been pro- 
duced in the United States this past year, 


consumers would have spent a_ slightly 
larger total amount for meat. The farm 
prices of meat animals would have been 


more than 10 per cent higher. The cost of 
producing, marketing, processing and re- 
tailing 2% billion pounds of meat would 
have been saved and added to the net in- 
new record 


of 27 billion pounds of red meat production 
in the United States was established in 1955 
at a terrific cost to livestock producers. 

Even though many individual beef pro- 
ducerg attempt to stabilize their operations 
in line with the growing effective demand 
for beef, they are helpless in the face of 
instability promoted by other cattlemen and 
the in-and-out beef producers. Financial 
risk engendered by price instability is one 
of the items of cost and a considerable de- 
terrant to most efficient and maximum beef 
production. 

The primary effects of instability of beef 
production do not fall on the producers 
alone. Our marketing, slaughtering distrib- 
uting and retail machinery was overloaded 
in handling the 40 million head of cattle 
and calves slaughtered in the United States 
in 1955. These beef marketing facilities 
inefficiently used at high cost per 
unit when only 26 million head of cattle and 
calves were slaughtered as in 1951. 

The costs of these various inefficiencies 
are for the most part carricd by the beef 
producer in the lowered prices of the live 
animals sold. After meat animals leave the 
feedlot handlers packers, 
middlemen and work on a 
cost-plus basis, a _ federally established 
transportation rate or a negotiated wage 
per hour plus fringe benefits.

In essence, the application of sound mod- 
ern business practices to the economics of 
beef production has lagged far behind the 
acceptance of improved beef production 
techniques. 

As food producers, our greatest opportun 
ity for profit lies not in attempting to 
raise the amounts spent by consumers for 
food; rather, our opportunity lies in saving 
the expense of production of food that ei- 
ther no one wants or at a price that will 
not afford the 


standard of living.

The agricultural outlook, it seems to me, 
is encouraging for those who look at facts; 
who study the situation diligently on their 
own farms and ranches and cooperate with 
their fellow producers and our government 
in fitting the supply of farm products to 
effective, growing demand.

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(Continuep heavy marketings of cattle 
by cattle feeders through November and the 
early part of December resulted in a gen 
eral and rather severe price decline in steers 
and yearlings as the year 1955 drew to a 
final close. With December failing to bring 
about any sort of a price recovery to the 
cattle feeding industry it spelled out 12 
months of steadily declining prices which 
more than proved unsatisfactory and un- 
profitable for the nation’s cattle feeders. 
It was also the second year of price set 
backs for producers since the end of World 
War Il 

The ever continuing pressure by killers 
saw prices of fat cattle tumble to new sea 
sonal lows Although receipts of cattle 
showed a tendency to slow up somewhat as 
the holidays drew near, this was more than 
offset by an extremely lower wholesale 
dressed trade 

Thus the December bearishness, derived 
from record runs, found handyweight prime 
steers and yearlings 50¢ to $1 lower. Only 
fat yearlings sealing downward from 1,100 
pounds sold reliably well. A load of prime 
1185 pound Angus steers reached the peak 
of $25.75 early in the month. However, at 
the close prime offerings topped at $24.25. 
The average price of steers at the close was 
$20.25, sharply below the same period a 
year ago and the lowest for any month 
since the OPA days back in 1946 when 
slaughterers were unable to obtain supplies 
within the compliance of prices. 

Steers showed an uninterrupted increase 
in weight since August as feeders hoping 
for favorable reaction in prices, held back 
stock. The average weight for steers dur 
ing the month of August was 1066 pounds 
and climbed up steadily to 1145 pounds in 
December which proved the heaviest since 
1941. The average weight of steers for 
1955 was 1080 pounds, heaviest since 1942, 

The huge volume during the forepart of 
December included an increased supply of 
warmed-up new crop steers and heifers. 
These short fed steers, a seasonal feature 
facing the trade, along with fair numbers 
of long feds yet to come, make it appear 
likely that uneven price trends are inevi- 
table until the surpluses are worked off. 

When fat cattle prices worked to new 
seasonal lows, Canadian killers began pur 
chasing cattle in the United States, mostly 
here in Chicago. Buyers were able to pur- 
chase numerous loads of steers for our 
northern neighbors at prices ranging up 
ward to $18.00, sealing under 1,100 pounds 
and grading mostly good and below. It has 
also been reported that Mexico is beginning 
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to show interest in our prices as there has 
been some inquiry for shipping cattle from 
south of the border to the Chicago market. 

The years slaughter throughout the na 
tion slightly exceeds 19,000,000, a new 
record compared with the 18,476,000 in 1954 
the previous record. Cattle moving to kill 
ing beds have been consistently increasing 
in numbers beginning with 1952 when pro« 
essing totaled 13,165,000. 

The monumental production of pork at 
prices that were the lowest in 13 years, 
since 1942, meant very strong competition 
with beef for the consumer’s dollar, re 
sulting in the consumer getting plenty of 
red meat at prices which hardly put a dent 
in the family budget. 

A continued record run and near record 
run of hogs and pork brought about one 
bright prospect for the fat cattle trade and 
that is that the biggest portions of the na- 
tion’s farrowed spring pigs have gone for 
slaughter and a leveling off of numbers is 
expected for the next three months. The 
fall crop, although reported rather huge, 
won't begin to move towards the open mar- 
ket until March or April, thus the competi 
tion of pork is not expected to be as great 
as it hag been in the past. 

Fat heifers were also under pressure 
through December and losses were similar 
to that of finished steers. The rank and 
file of the choice low-prime heifers sold 
from $19.00 to $21.00, while prime offerings 
sold at $21.50 and above, some top fancy 
$22.50. Most 


offerings reaching a peak of $ 
average choice and below sold downward 
from $18.50. Fat cow prices began to work 
upwards. However, this is a seasonal price 
change. Utility and commercial grade sold 
late in the period at prices ranging from 


$10.25 to $12.75 as compared with $8.75 to

$11.00 range early in the month. Canner 
and cutter rates ranged from $8.75 to $11.00 
range early in the month. 

The break in fat cattle prices was also 
reflected in stockers and feeders this month 
with sales generally 50¢ to $1.00 under the 
November close. While volume proved 
rather modest, country demand was ex 
tremely narrow as feeders expressed cau 
tion because of the falling fat cattle and 
hog prices. The bulk of the medium to 
choice quality replacement cattle sold from 
$14.50 to $19.00 with a few loads of choice 
calves selling in the bottom half of th: 
$21.00 column. 

Fat lamb prices faltered the first half of 
December. But as Christmas approached, 
the market gained strength despite an in 
crease in numbers, however, it did not gain 
é@nough to put it on an even keel with the 
November trade. The month’s top for this 
class was $19.50, $1.00 lower than the pre 
vious month and $6.75 under the year’s top 
of $26.25. The December average price at 
$18.50 was off 80¢. 

Most of the fat lambs arriving on the 
Chicago market were fed westerns carrying 
full wool. Approximately one-fourth of the 
offerings consisted of shorn lambs carry 
ing No. 1 skins. Heavier weights over 105 
pounds were penalized from $1.00 to $2.00 
with weights of 120 pounds feeling the 
greatest penalty. 

A somewhat larger percentage of heavy 
slaughter lambs arrived this year. Feeder 
and commission men alike expressed the 
opinion that this was caused by lambs ar 
riving in the Corn Belt at heavier weights 
than usual. One estimate placed seventy 
five percent of the lambs arriving at 80 
pounds or more as feeders. The season for 
Texas and Southwest feeder lambs has just 
begun. It will get under full swing after 
the first of the year.

Reason for continued trouble for hog 
produce} and cheap pork would be the 
whopping pig crop of last fall, that aver 
aged 12% above that of the year before 

There wa ome ign, meantime, that hog 
price vill firm up somewhat when spring 
pigs go to market, A wintertime survey of 
hog growet intentions pointed to a crop 
this spring approximately 2° below last 
year 

Agriculture Secretary Benson callg this 
“encouraging”, but asks hog growers to cut 
back still more if they want to “strengthen 
their market” to any significant degree. 

To date, the department has bought about 
one-half of the 170 million pounds of pork 
tenson pledged to buy under a government 
purchase program, Whether the buying has 
helped hog prices is a question. Mr, Benson 
and hig aides now say, Yes, Otherg believe 
not 

Fact is that nobody can tell for sure 
since there is no way of knowing what the 
situation would be if there were no govern 


ment buying program. 


Hamburger buving te “he Ip expand con 


umption of beef” has been announced by 


Secretary Benson. The Department planned 
to purchase 10 million pounds in frozen 
form to be used in school lunche There 
were no indications at pr time that the 


government will step up beef buying beyond 
the program for hamburge 


The feed outlook is good, maybe as good 
as it has ever been, All hands at USDA 
agree on that much. Getting to the key 
question first: Will feeding continue to pay 
off some better as has been the case lately? 

Yes, say USDA forecasters, through this 
winter at least. Beyond that, the guessers 
hedge their bets. 

Supply of U.S, feed grains and concen 
trates is now greater than ever before, in 
the aggregate as well as in amount per an 
imal unit, Supply per unit 7% more than 
a year ago over the nation 


Total U.S. feed grain supply is up about 


10°) from @ vear ago 
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In hay, the situation is some different. 


Supply over the nation is larger than ever 


before, but hay per animal unit in coming 
months will be only slightly above average 
nationally. 

How about feed prices? They will go 
down some more, say the forecasters, “at 
least through this winter.” In the spring, 
there may be some seasonal rise. 

Price supports for oats, barley, and sor- 
ghum grain—not yet set for 1956—are 70% 
on '55 crops, That is 61¢ per bushel, na 
tional average, for oats; for barley, 94¢ per 
bushel, an for sorghum, $1.78 per hundred. 

Support for '55 crop corn is 87% in the 
commercial area, or $1.58 per bushel, In 
non-commercial growing areas support is 
75% of the commercial rate. 

Will or won’t Mr. Benson raise or lower 
1956 feed supports? We would say Mr. Ben 
son will leave supports about where they 
are. 

Level of '56 feed supports probably won't 
be known until about March. That was the 
month, anyhow, that they were announced 
by the Secretary last year. 


Government policy is pointing toward 
“cheaper” wheat ... possibly at prices that 
may encourage feeding on a broad scale. 
Two-pricing of wheat—a low support for 
wheat that is fed and shipped abroad, and 
a higher prop for domestic cereal wheat 
is being talked more and more in Washing- 
ton. 

A two- or multiple-pricing support sys 
tem for wheat is getting strong backing 
from the National Grange and from many 
growers, particularly in the Northwest 
(where most growers produce wheat for 
human consumption). 

Another idea winning attention on Capitol 
Hill is price support based on crop quality. 
Under this plan, wheat, and perhaps other 
crops, would be supported according to 
grade—with relatively high price floors for 
high grades, and scaled-down supports for 
lower grades. 


Officials and farm leaders here are find 
ing that the closer they get to a soil bank 
plan the more skeptical they become of its 
effects. That does not mean there won't be 
such a plan; chances still look good that 


Congress will approve some version. 


However, there is mounting consciousness 


of the difficulties and limits. A serious 
question being raised in backroom discus- 
sions is whether a soil bank really will 
benefit those it should help the most; that 
is, the “small” farmer. Will the man who 
has only a small operation be able to re 


tire any of his acres and still come out? 


The answer may be, Yes—but only if 
payments are placed very high. Some folks 
think that if the program involves expendi- 
ture of the some $500 million in the first 
year that has been talked in USDA ... or 
even the $1 billion mentioned in other quar- 
ters ... the chief beneficiaries will be larger 
farmers with smaller operators being help- 
ed little or not at all. 

Jay Taylor, president of the American 
National Cattlemen’s Association, declares 
that grazing must be prohibited on convert 
ed acres or the results will be “disastrous” 
for cattlemen at a time “when extra beef 


production is definitely not warranted.” 


The Farm Bureau Federation’s soil bank 
plan, announced following the organiza 
tion’s recent convention in Chicago, would 
prohibit grazing. 


The Food & Drug Administration has 
opened the door for the use of antibiotic 
drugs on food. Acting on a specific applica- 
tion for the use of aureomycin to keep 
dressed poultry fresh longer, the govern 
ment agency amended a 1953 policy dec 
laration which banned the “presence of 


any amount of antibiotics” on foods. 


Various firms are also experimenting 
with antibiotics to maintain freshness of 
red meats, fish, seafood. A certificate of 
usefulness must be obtained from the Agri- 
culture Department, and safety proved to 
FDA before commercial use. 


FDA set a residue tolerance of 7 parts 
per million on aureomycin (technical name, 
chlortetracycline) for poultry. Minute quan- 
tities are added to the cold water dip fol 
lowing evisceration at the processing plant. 
Action halts or slows growth of spoilage 
bacteria. Cost is said to be less than a penny 
per bird. The antibiotic plus refrigeration 
is said to double the shelf-life of poultry 
over refrigeration alone. Tests show the 
antibiotic cannot cover up poor quality. 
Taste and color are not altered, and the 
antibiotic is destroyed upon ordinary cook 
ing. 
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Immunity Isn’t the Right Word 
Every once in awhile we hear someone 


talking about immu: ty following calfhood 


vaccination against Bang’s disease. The 
careless use of th word bothers us con 
siderably, for immunity isn’t the right one 
in this respect. The mistake is probably nat- 
ural enough, since a great many owners 


th nk of the word as t’s ised in connection 
with vaccination against sm ill pox and othe 
human diseases, However, it isn’t correct, 
for there’s only one kind of cattle that is 
really immune to Bang’s disease. 

They are the rare animals that have com 
pletely recovered after once having had the 
disease. We don’t know how many of them 
recover and again become nonreactors and 
nonspread rs, but we do know that “once a 
Banger, always a Banger” isn’t a true state- 
ment. Such recovered cattle will never again 
get Bang’s disease, and the y are the only 
ones that are truly mmun to it. 

Animals vaccinated as calves may not re- 
main free of Bang’s for they’ve never had 
the disease to give them immunity. Instead, 
they’ve been inoculated with a weaker and 


much different type of germ than the one 


causing regular Bang’s discase, About all 
these germs do igs to cause the formation of 


antibodies in the blood which are much like 
those that appear following actual infection 
with Bang’s disease. 

The formation of these antibodic causes 
vaccinate to become reactors to the blood 
test just as in the case of true infection. 
Animals that are vaccinated between four 
and six months of age usually become nega 
tive to the blood test again within a few 
months, although they still retain consider 
able re tunce to Bang’s disease, That word 
“resistance” is the word that should be used 
instead of “immunity.” It’s unfortunate that 
the two words are mixed up so often, be- 
cause the confusion over meaning has fre 
quently caused owners to expect too much 
from calfhood vaccination. 

Although resistance is pretty strong for 
awhile after vaccinat on, it can sometimes 
be broken down by extremely heavy doses 
of infective germs. This doesn’t happen 
very often in the few months right after 
vaccination, but resistance always has a 
tendency to wear off with time so animals 
gradually become more susceptible to in- 
fection. This fact explains why vaccinated 
animals sometimes come down with Bang’s 
disease a year or more after they’ve been 
considered as “immune.” In ome cases 
there’s another reason, too, for reactor an- 


imals are often kept indefinitely in the belief 


that vaccinates can’t get the disease from 
them. Since there seldom any decrease in 
the number of gern that are given off by

Cattlemen have been against price sup- 
ports on cattle for two good reasons. First, 
because of the support-control program’s 
denial of the fundamental rights of liberty 
and enterprise. And Secondly, because no 
support program ever devised shows prom 
ise of doing anything but hurting the cow 
business instead of helping it—and believe 
me, I’ve seen every scheme! 

Look at cotton—even with acreage re 
strictions, the U. S. cotton output is at a 
record level, But there are predictions that 

production of cotton outside the U.S., which 

has doubled in the past eight years, will be 
more than enough for all foreign needs in 
the next couple of years. This means that 
there will be less and less demand for 

American cotton for export. And with the 

fine, efficient job cotton raisers are doing 

with their land, it is going to mean more 
and more acreage reduction. 

3ut what does the cotton grower do with 
his “diverted land’? Few crops will be 
money makers for some years to come, So 
shifting to other crops won't help—the oth- 
er crops are in trouble because of expanded 
production too! 

And it certainly won’t help the cotton 
raiser—or the cattleman— if those acres are 
used for more beef production. It won’t take 
long before the unit return is low that no 
one makes a living. 

We've protested any encouragement of 
additional beef production from the acres 
diverted from other crops. It just doesn’t 
make sense to patch something up, and 
then, perhaps, have to patch up another in 
dustry that was wrecked in the patching! 

We have more than an adequate supply 
of excellent beef right now. We see promise 
of additional heavy supplies in the future 
There is certainly no need for encouraging 
more cattle raising right now—and that’s 
what will surely happen if a “Soil Bank” or 
other acreage diversion plans are adopted, 
without restrictions on grazing 

The cattle industry has been working 
hard to increase the efficiency of our oper 
ations—one of the key reasons that so many 
of us have been able to stay in business. 
We're constantly looking to the future 
through more emphasis on practical re 
search and application of that research 

tut this matter of efficiency works sev 
eral ways. 

We are caught in the squeeze of too-low 
prices for our products and ever higher 
prices for the goods and services we must 
buy.

There are, then, two fields which need 
improvement before the “optimum level” 
can be realized—credit and income taxes 

We have a fine system of private bank 
ing. We have government lending agenci« 
But too often ranchers and feeders operat: 
under the darndest hodgepodge of short 
term, high-interest credit imaginable 

It is interesting, by the way, that the 
average consumer has no conception of the 
workings of credit in agriculture or bus 
ness. “You mean you don’t get 30-year loans 
at five per cent like we do on our houses?” 
No, and there are no regular pay checks to 
meet the payments either. 

We were encouraged earlier this year 
with the enthusiasm and fast action our 
Legislative Committee got in the matter of 
government credit, particularly with the 
FHA stepping in to help lift sick loans. But 
we need much more thought and work on 
credit so that the ups and downs can be 
leveled off to the benefit of everyone— pre 


ducer and consumer alike 


It seems kind of funny to be talking 
about taxes when so few ranchers and feed 
ers have any income to pay taxes on, But I 


believe that much of our pi blem today 
have come from our income tax laws 

| am asking our Tax Committee to study 
the many tax plans being submitted and to 
work with our legislative committee this 
year on some tax law changes. For instance, 
if the Federal gasoline tax of two cents per 
gallon were taken off, $90,000,000 yearly 
would be saved the farmers and ranchers of 
the nation! 


You know, I’ve spent a very busy four 
years, as first vice president and then a 
president. I’ve spoken in 47 states. (Seem 
that Vermont never could get two cattiemer 
to toss their hats on a table thus holding a 
meeting at which I could speak.) I’ve stay 
ed in your homes, fished with you, ridden 
into your high country to see some mighty 
fine cows. I’ve played softball with your 
kids and danced with your pretty wives. 
For me it has been a tremendous four years 
And I’ve come up with a couple of pretty 
important conclusions on my _ personal 
“grass roots” tour. 

First, there is absolutely no substitute 
for individuality and enterprise. I’ve seen 
you do things on your ranches that are 
years and years ahead of research and in 
dustry. I’ve seen you people sell in the dog 
gondest ways. Sam Hyatt and many of th 
others say it better than I can, but the d 
cisions we must face in relying on our self 
reliance, our initiative, and incentive are 
the most important decisions we have to 


make in life.

the production of alfalfa and other legumes 
in neighboring plots. 

Such high production opens a new area 
for livestock producers in their thinking on 
grass pastures, Spurrier points out. It is 
possible by proper grass management to 
produce high-quality bloat-free pasture that 
will grow as much forage as legume pasture. 

Here’s how the high yields with orchard 
grass were obtained: forty pounds of nitro- 
gen was top-dressed on the pasture in early 
March. The grass was removed at the early 
head stage for silage or hay. Forty pounds 
of nitrogen was then top-dressed on the 
pasture after harvest. The pasture was then 
clipped to simulate rotational grazing every 
four weeks. 

Forty more pounds of nitrogen was ap 
plied on August 1, and supplemental wate 
was applied when necessary. Grazing of the 
aftermath was continued until September 15. 

Removing the flowering stock at the 
early head stage increased the quantity of 
high-quality forage throughout the rest of 
the summer, reports Spurrier, Cutting fre 
quently and supplemental mositure  in- 
creased late summer grazing ability, Or 
chard grass produced better than first-year 
seedings of bromegrass and fescue when 
the effects of drought were eliminated by 
supplemental moisture. The orchard grass 
Was more vigorous and had a more rapid 
recovery. However, bromegrass was 3 to 4 
percent higher in protein. 

Grass plus nitrogen plus management 
produces a top-notch, bloat-free pasture, 


concludes Spurrier.

IMPORTS OF CATTLE AND BEEF: With 
our domestic market almost constantly over 
supplied during the past year, it is indeed 
fortunate that the imports of cattle and beef 
products have been relatively light.

EXPANDED HIGHWAY PROGRAM: The 
American National in the past has not gone 
deeply into the question of highway devel 
opment. However, the current proposals 
which will be debated early in the next 
Congress are so far reaching and of such 
grave concern to every citizen and taxpaye! 
that it would seem to merit our considera 
tion and appropriate resolutions at this con 


vention 


FINANCES: President Taylor reported to 
you on the completion of the new office 
building. Needless to say, the staff is de 
lighted with it. I would like to report that 
the cost of the building, exclusive of new 
equipment, was slightly more than $140,000 
and that the total amount of unpaid Certi 
ficates of Indebtedness is a little less than 
$15,000 
were slightly more than $105,000 and the 
balance of the cost came out of Association

assets. 

In addition to the cost of the building it 
self, about $7,500 was spent on new furni 
ture and equipment. 

In addition to these unusua! expenditures, 
we donated $5,000 to the National Beef 
Council, and yet the cash assets of the As 
sociation and the American Cattle Producer 
combined as of November 30th, exclusive of 
the building itself, are about $80,000, very 
close to the amount with which we began 
the fiscal year on December Ist 


NEW MEMBERS: The life blood of any 
organization depends on a constant replace- 
ment of members. Covering such a wide 
scope of country, it is very difficult from 
the office to establish anything like per- 
sonal contact with prospective new mem 
bers. We have sought to bridge this gap 
with our field man, Russell Thorp, but even 
he must depend a great deal upon the co 
operation of our members in the various 
sections of the country to make real prog 
ress. 

There is no substitute for direct contact 
by men already interested in the associa 
tion. For example, Fred Wittig of Wash 
ngton State recently sent us ten new ap 
plications for membership in one mail. 
Many of you could get some of your neigh 
bors to join if you would just take the time 
to push it, and we would very much ap 
preciate your help. 

We are glad to announce that during the 
year cattlemen’s organizations in New 
York, Maryland and Tennessee joined the 
American National. The range of our ac 
tivities widens, and the work of the busy 
office force increases as we also work into 


new territory. 


CONCLUSION: We are all hoping for bet 
ter prices next year than obtained during 
1955. The demand is there! Much depends 
upon whether we continue to over supply 
the market. Certainly there should be less 
tonnage of beef next year as feeders will 
hardly repeat the production of so many 
long-fed, over-weight cattle. There is, there 
fore, some hope that the average price for 
the year 1956 will be as good as or better 
than the average for 1955, and certainly 
better than the low levels of recent weeks. 

This is my 27th and final report as your 
Secretary. As I look back over the years, 
I am very sure that the thing which has 
attracted people to the organization, and 
made possible this great convention and the 
great conventions of recent years, is the 
fact that the American National has always 
been a fighting organization. Don’t give up 
the fight!
